ICY DLASTS AGAIN 
SWEEP NORTH SECTOR 


OF UNITED STATES 


TEMPERATURMUSE PROM- 
ISED AS DEAD STORM-RAV- 
AGED AREA REACHES 108

Icy blasts again 
swept 


the northern sections of the 
nation today, with temper- 
atures ranging from freez- 
ing to below 'zero, but re- 
lief was in sight. 


The weather bureau fore- 


cast rising temperatures in 
the plains slates by tonight or 
tomorrow. 


Meanwhile, the number of known 


dead in the storm ravaged areas 
reached 108 not including fifty- 
one missing sailors. 


Eighteen sailors were known to 


have perished In Lake Michigan 
during the week's storms. Hopes 
of finding the missing crewmen 
alive were virtually abandoned. 


Crews of boats that rode out 
the gale termed 
the storm the 


worst In their exnerlence. The oil 
tanker, New Haven Socony reached 
East Chicago, Ind., yesterday cov- 
ered with ice and extensively dam- 
aged. 
"We've been through hell," said 


Boatswain 
Frank 
Myers. "And 


we've been practically all over the 
Lake Michigan." 


One lifeboat, a raft and the 


pilot house were swept away by 
the wind and waves. The ship 
reached 
port with her 
compass 


dead, navigation charts 
washed 


awav and the radio out of order, 
but with all hands safe. 


Capt. Robert W. Parsons of the 


lake freighter Thomas 
P. 
Cole 


brought his ship Into Milwaukee 
yesterday after being swept "al- 
most from one end of Lake Mich- 
igan to the other." Parsons, a vet- 
eran of thirty years on the Great 
Lakes, said the storm surpassed 
any in his memory. 


Two lake freighters and two 


fishing tugs were believed to have 
gone to the bottom. The freighters 
William B. Davock and the Anna 
C. Minch were struck by the gale 
near Ludington, Mich. The bodies 
of sixteen members of their crews 
were washed ashore. The bodies 
of two hands aboard the pulpwood 
carrier Novadoc, aground off Pent- 
water, Mich., also were found. 


Lake Erie fishermen feared that 


this 
season would be their poor- 


est in sixteen years because of ex- 
tensive storm damage to nets. 


Minnesota's transportation 
and 


communication facilities, disrupt- 
ed by a blizzard, were rapidly re- 
turning to normal. The state count- 
ed forty storm victims, sixteen of 
them duck hunters.

40 Junkers-87 dive bombers which 
attempted to attack Dover Harbor, 
the ministry declared.

ron of 12 Spitfires, while two Brit- 
ish fighter planes were reported 
lost but the pilots escaped. 


In all nineteen planes were de- 


stroyed, the ministry said. 


Two light formations of Nazi 


planes tried 
to attack London, 


but tho British said they were 
repelled by defense fighters be- 
fore they could reach the capital 
proper. 


Early this evening four bombs 


smashed Into a department store 
in a London suburb, taking hun- 
dreds of homeward bound Lon- 
doners and shoppers by surprise.

Remembering Rome's rigid class 


lines, \vr> orize Luke's picture of 
the centurion deeply solicitous for 
a sick servant. Here was a spa- 
erous-mlnded and tolerant gentle- 
man who held his servant "dear 
unto him." The servant, too, must 
have been a man of fine qualities 
to command such affection. 


This 
centurion 
displayed 
an 


amazing lack of class conscious- 
nes. tor a proud Roman. His in- 
terest «ven crossed racial and re- 
ligious lines; for he had built a 
synagojrue for the Jews, and had 
frlend» among 
their leaders to 


whom he could appeal for inter- 
cession with Jesus in behalf of 
hlg siok servant. He was too mod- 
est to ask for a favor in person, 
or to expect Jesus, the Jew, to 
visit his home. 


Let it be said emphatically that 
this long-ago Roman, dwelling in 
a social order petrified Into stra- 
ta, was the prototype of myriads 
of employers today, who have a 
deep human 
interest 
in 
their 


workers, and go to great lengths 
to serve their welfare. It Is no 
more just to condemn employers 
as a whole than it is to call labor 
unions selfish and ruthless agre- 
gatlons of lawbreakers. On both 
Hides of the Industrial cleavage of 
our times there are men with a 


lly that arises. Our Roman gen 
tleman wai not in this category, 
At great pains, and by pledging 
his prestige, he sought only heal- 
ing for a faithful servant. 


In the Roman military tradition 


of authority, he felt that Jesus 
had but to give the order, and the 
servant would be cured. Thrilled 
was the oft-doubted Christ at this 
exhibition of faith. For It Is faith 
that God is ever seeking in man. 
"When the Son of Man cometh, 
shall He find faith in the earth?" 
One of the pleasures of God is to 
be trusted by His children. The 
centurion's faith made the Master 
glad; as does every similar exhi- 
bition on the part of even the least 
of mankind. That is why Jesus 
exalted childhood's confiding heart 
That Is why He gave the word 
which healed the centurion's serv- 
ant, The Only Son of a Widow. 


Our author, Dr. Luke, peerless 


historian and journalist, was lav- 
ish with his tales of abiding hu- 
man interest. On the heels of the 
Roman centurion story, he tella 
the dramatic Incident of the rais 
ing to life of the only son of the 
widow of Naln; a village on the 
road to Nazareth which some of 
us know well. Here the partici- 
pants are of the lowly poor. Tho 
scene of the passing funeral, with 
its 
loudly wailing mourners, Is 


typical of the orient. 


The Nazarene might have pass- 


ed the funeral 
party with the 


sheer unlnterest with which most

Germans. Their very reluc- 
tance made some of the na- 
tions easier prey than they 
would have been otherwise. 
It was the widespread re- 
luctance that made Munich 
possible. 


This mood has increased 


with the progress 
of 
the 


war. A 
correspondent 
in 


the Balkans reported 
re- 


cently in the 
New 
York 


Times that the general feel- 
ing there was a longing for 
the end of the war, regard- 
less of how it ended. 


Hitler, whose shrewdness 


must be the despair of his 
antagonists, is playing on 
that reluctance now in hia 
intensified 
diplomatic ac- 


tivity. He is trying to build 
a "peace bloc" of conquer- 
ed Europe and use it to iso-j 
late Britain. He hopes that 
leaders 
who 
hesitate 
to 


fight for him—such as the 
French and 
Spanish—will 


join a watertight consolida- 
tion against Britain just for 
the sake of having the war 
come to an earlier end. 


It may be that his atti- 


tude reveals s o m e t h i n g 
about his own reluctance 
to push this war much far- 
ther along the line taken 
in the summer 
and 
fall, 


says Anne O'Hare McCor- 
mick: "Hitler tries to or- 
ganize the war-weary be- 
cause he is probably the 
war-weariest of them all." 
Here's hoping! 


JAPAN IN RETREAT. 


In spite of the frequent 


bombing 
of 
the 
Burma 


Road, the Chinese are feel- 
ing good 
lately 
because 


they are getting war mater- 
ials through to Chunking 
for their army. 
Also be 


cause 
of the withdrawal 


of the Japanese army from 
the province of Kwangsi, to 
the east of the Burma Road, 
which helps to relieve the 
pressure. The Chinese claim 
'a big victory there. 
And 


they seem to 
be 
making

ternational peril, however. 
The pride of Japan 
has 


been hurt by failure to con-

drive against

East Indies. The Japanese 
greatly covet that rich re- 
gion, which would restore 
their "face" and give them 
important 
materials they 


now lack—rubber, oil, tin 
and other things. 


It would also raise some 


very delicate questions be- 
tween Japan and the Unit- 
ed States. 
Those materials 


are also important to us, 
and our government 
has 


warned Japan not 
to at- 


tempt any conquest there.
